Terre Hau te, Ind., Jan. 20.—Ora 
Dav is, attorney for the city school 
board, was in Indianapolis to confer 
with W. A. Dehority , chief of the state 
board of accou ntants, in reg ard to the 
technical shortag e of sev eral treasu r­ 
ers of the school board since the de­ 
pository law went into effect. 
The 
state accou ntants held that the treas­ 
u rers mu st pay their bonding fee, and 
as they took the fee from school fu nds 
they are technically short that amou nt. 
It has been decided to let the state 
accou ntants au thorize su its ag ainst the 
treasu rers and test the m atter in the 
cou rts. The bond company ’s fee on a 
$250,000 bond is abou t as mu ch as the 
salary of a tru stee for the y ear he 
serv es as treasu rer, and if the bond 
were twice the amou nt hanoied by the 
treasu rer at any time in the y ear, the 
bond wou ld be for $600,000, and the 
treasu rer wou ld lose hu ndreds of dol­ 
lars. 
Under the Old law the treasu r­ 
er g ot from $1,500 to $2,500 interest 
money from the banks and the bankers 
fu rnished the bond. Under the depos­ 
itory law the treasu rer g ets no inter­ 
est. 
Mr. Dehority told Mr. Dav is that the 
school board is morally rig ht bu t leg al­ 
ly wrong . 
It is ex pected that what­ 
ev er the ou tcome of the test su it the 
leg islatu re at its nex t session will be 
asked to amend the law so that a 
school tru stee will not be called on to 
pay for the priv ileg e of holding the 
office.

Indianapolis, Jan. 20.—The m iners’ 
conv ention cu t ou t for Itself sev eral 
day s of g ood hard wrork when it heard 
the report of the constitu tion commit­ 
tee, and decided to hav e the report 
printed and circu lated among the dele­ 
g ates and then to take it u p section by 
section for consideration on the floor. 
The reading occu pied two hou rs’ time. 
The committee rewrote the old con­ 
stitu tion. and tLv report embodied an 
entirely new constitu tion. It contains 
all of the im portant featu res of the old 
constitu tion, and a nu mber of new 
featu res 
added 
by 
the 
committee. 
Chief among the new prov isions are 
those prov iding for biennial elections 
and conv entions; the recall of inter­ 
national officers; prohibiting members 
of the m iners' u nion from belong ing to 
the National Civ ic Federation, and that 
members employ ed in other work than 
in the mining indu stry shall not be 
elig ible to hold office in the org aniza­ 
tion or to be a deleg ate to the inter­ 
national conv ention or to the conv en­ 
tion of the American Federation of 
Labor. 
Many other chang es were proposed 
in the report of the committee, bu t 
they were not of the same g eneral im- 
portace as those mentioned abov e. 
It 
is believ ed by many that when the 
tim e comes for the conv ention to con­ 
sider the new constitu tion by sections 
there will be nu merou s conflicts, and 
th at the discu ssion probably will con­ 
tinu e for sev eral day s.

of th e im perialist clan a t Peking in 
th e m atter of th e abdication of th e 
th rone is not satisfactory to th e lead­ 
ers and an ultim atum w as sent to P re­ 
m ier Yuan Sh ih Kai m aking a num ber 
of specific dem ands. 
Th e ultim atum , 
wh ich w as th e direct result of Y uan’s 
dem and th a t Sun Y at Sen resign th e 
presidency of th e republic and allow' 
Yuan to ex ercise sovereign powers un­ 
til th e proposed national convention 
h as m et and adopted a form of govern­ 
m ent for Ch ina, begins by dem anding 
th e Im m ediate abdication of th e th rone 
and th e surrender of sovereign powers. 
No M anch u is to be allowed to partici­ 
pate in th e provisional governm ent of 
Ch ina and th e capital cannot be estab­ 
lish ed a t Peking.

Many of Mr. Taft’s friends ac­ 
knowledge that the bitterness and an­ 
tagonism that has dev eloped between 
Hltohcock and Mr. H illes cannot go 
on indefinitely and that the climax is 
bound to come before many weeks are 
ov er. The general impression in W ash ­ 
ington is that Mr. Hitchcock will go.

W ashington. Jan. 20.—A caucus of 
the majority party will be called in 
the near future to put on the brakes 
and fix a limit for the expenditures of 
the session, Democratic leaders of the 
house being greatly concerned over the 
prospects of their economy program 
being shot to pieces. 
The leaders 
have been thinking of doing this for 
some time, but the necessity for imme­ 
diate action was impressed on them 
when the house committee on public 
buildings and grounds voted unani­ 
mously to report a $16,000,000 public 
building bill. 
This limit the commit­ 
tee figures will give each member of 
the house one slice of pork, no more, 
no less. 
The next blow to the economy pro­ 
gram is expected when the house riv- 
res and harbors committee votes, as it 
is certain to do if present plans are 
carried out for a $20,000,000 rivers and 
harbors bill. Chairman Fitzgerald and 
other members of the m ajority party 
in the lower branch, who insist that 
the party m ust stick to its pledges of 
reducing expenditures or break faith 
with the people of the country, now 
realize that unless some decisive ac­ 
tion is taken at once the appropria­ 
tions at this session of congress will 
not only equal the total amount au­ 
thorized by the last Republican house 
in the closing session of the Sixty-first 
congress, but may actually exceed it. 
The Sherwood dollar-a-day pension 
bill, which government experts say 
will cost the government $75,000,000 a 
year, has already been passed by the 
house and the members of that body 
are now clamoring for public buildings 
and river and harbor appropriations.

Guayaquil, Ecuador, Jan. 20.—The 
rebel army Is badly defeated in a se­ 
vere battle with the government troops 
under General Jualio Andrade. 
The 
government troops made the attack at 
Yaguache, northeast of this city, and 
at the close of the battle it was found 
that more than a thousand men had 
been killed or wounded. 
General Fla- 
vio Alfaro, the commander-in-chief of 
the army representing the provisional 
Guayaquil government, was wounded. 
General Eiovo Alfaro was appointed to 
suceed him. The rebel army fell back 
at the close of the engagement. 


Indianapolis, Ind.. Jan. 20.—The 'In­ 
tention apparently being to find out 
what he had learned about dynamiting 
from the investigators employed by 
him, the investigation of the federal 
grand jury into the dynamiting cases 
has taken the direction of Clarence 
Darrow. P. J. Cooney of Chicago was be 
fore the grand jury, but before being 
taken into the room he had a long con 
ference with attorneys connected with 
the office of District Attorney Miller. 
Just what Cooney’s attitude toward 
the present federal investigation was 
and whether he was ready to divulge 
information he was supposed to have 
in his possession, wras not learned. 
From the tim e given to him by the 
government attorneys, it was surmised 
th at he had either given considerable 
testim ony or that he had at least been 
subjected to long and thorough quiz­ 
zing. 
Cooney was one of the investigators
